The first pa rking meters were insta l­ 
led in the bo ro ug h in 1 94 1 a nd mo st o f 
them were co nfined to the do wnto wn 
a rea , especia lly a lo ng Hig h street. 
Meter ma ids were no n-ex istent a t tha t 
time, so two Po ttsto wn pa tro lmen were 
g iv en the a ssig nment o f checking fo r 
pa rking v io la tio ns in a dditio n to their 
reg ula r duties.

Yo u co uld pa rk 1 0 minutes fo r 1 
cent a nd the fine fo r a v io la tio n wa s $1 ,” 
sa id Sha nta .

Thick, red ca rdbo a rd tickets 
were a tta ched to ca r do o r ha ndles with 
a string , a nd the pro cess wo uld so me­ 
times pro v ide a reco rd o f v io la tio ns, a c­ 
co rding to Sha nta .

ex actly what I did. Then a b o y 
started fallin g o u t o f the b u s so 
I cau ght him.” 
He said he tho u ght the b u s 
tu rn ed o v er fo u r times. State 
p o lice said there was n o way to 
tell, b u t that did n o t ap p ear like­ 
ly . 
A tro o p er said the sp o t where 
the acciden t hap p en ed is the 
“ho ttest sp o t o n U.S. 22. When 
this ro ad gets a little wet, it is 
like a grease stick. Yo u ju st zip 
right o ff.” 
OTHER SIDE 
A tru ck ran o ff the ro ad at the 
same sp o t as the b u s ju st last 
week, an d the wreckage o f an ­ 
o ther tru ck, which wen t o ff the 
ro ad two weeks ago , still sits o n 
the o ther side. 
The tro o p er, who asked that 
his n ame n o t b e u sed, said the 
ro ad fo rms a slight “S” at that 
p o in t. That was fo rced, he said, 
b ecau se o f the n eed to co n n ect 
two b ridges, o n e in Lehigh 
Co u n ty , where the acciden t hap ­ 
p en ed, an d the o ther n early in 
Berks Co u n ty . 
The sp o t where the b u s lan ded 
was littered with co mic b o o ks, a 
b aseb all cap , a tran sisto r radio , 
a rain co at an d o ther items fro m 
o v ern ight b ags p acked fo r fu n . 
The children were to sp en d 
the aftern o o n at Hershey , the 
cho co late cen ter, an d then go o n 
to Yo rk fo r the n ight. They were 
to sp en d Thu rsday in the Lan ­ 
caster area b efo re retu rn in g to 
New Yo rk.

The 
la x ness presents a rea l da ng er beca use 
a rmed men ha v e been kno wn to pa nic 
a nd to sho o t. Fo rtuna tely , no o ne ha s 
been hurt in the lo ca l ro bberies. But 
the da ng er is present. 
Ba nk o fficia ls, a nd no t o nly 
IVB, 
a re determined no t to discuss their 
security a rra ng ements. They cla im they 
ha v e 
sufficient 
a nd 
g o o d 
security 
mea sures. 
If this were true y o u wo uld think 
tha t they wo uld wa nt to publicize their 
security mea sures a s a metho d o f pre­ 
v enting ro bberies. Any ro bber with a n 
o unce o f sense wo uld sta y a wa y fro m a 
well-pro tected ba nk. 
Ft. Kno x , where the na tio n’s g o ld 
is sto red, ha s ma x imum pro tectio n a nd 


no o ne ha s ev er tried to brea k into it. 
But y o u ca n bet if the security wa s slo p­ 
py tha t the g o ld wo uld be the ta rg et o f 
ev ery crimina l. 
The FBI ha s been a la rmed by the 
ra sh o f ro bberies. One o f the best 
metho ds o f pro tectio n is the hidden 
ca mera s but few, if a ny ba nk, in this 
a rea ha s them. Why ? Beca use they ’re 
co stly . 
Ano ther metho d o f pro tectio n which 
y o u nev er see in this a rea is the ba nk 
g ua rd. 
Hundreds o f tho usa nds o f do lla rs 
a nd, mo re likely , millio ns g o unpro ­ 
tected in a rea ba nks. Tellers a ren’t a nd 
sho uldn’t be required to a ct a s g ua rds. 
The “ wide o pen” friendly lo o ks o f 
ba nks to da y a s o ppo sed to the “ ca g ed” 
tellers a lso inv ite ro bberies. 
Pa rdo x ica lly , the ro bbers pro ba bly 
wo uld ha v e do ne better if they timed 
their crime fo r a Mo nda y mo rning in­ 
stea d o f a Tuesda y . All weekend receipts 
fro m the sho pping center wo uld ha v e 
been included. They ev idently ma pped 
their crime but if they mo v ed their 
schedule a hea d o ne da y , they wo uld 
ha v e ta ken mo re. 
It ha s been co mmo n kno wledg e in 
the a rea tha t the No rco ba nk wo uld be 
“ ea sy to hit.” 
Unless lo ca l a nd a rea ba nks ta ke 
a lo ng ha rd lo o k a t their sy stems a nd 
impro v e them, crimes o f this ty pe wilt 
co ntinue.

per authorities in their running 
battle with organized crime for 
control of the huge air terminal. 
One of the victims was a gov­ 
ernment informer. 
Last February, Atty. Gen. 
John Mitchell, without naming 
Kennedy, said one of the na­ 
tion’s largest airports virtually 
had been taken over by the 
mob. 
And in a proposed bill to 
strengthen security at the air­ 
port, New York State Sen. John 
Hughes, a Syracuse Republican, 
said 
of 
Kennedy 
and 
La- 
Guardia: “ Organized crime has 
a virtual stranglehold on the air 
freight business at the aforesaid 
airports.” 


cargo losses at the airport to- i toms house brokers and cartage 
U11„J ^ 
tailed $3.3 million, not including 
mail thefts that average about 
$14 million a year. 
The result of the wholesale hi­ 
jacking and pilferage has been 
a threat by some shippers and 
importers to fly international 
cargo into Montreal, Chicago or 
Boston, bypassing Kennedy. 
The 22-year-old hub of metro­ 
politan New York’s busy airport 
complex, Kennedy is policed by 
150 Port of New York Authority 
uniformed men, with a comple­ 
ment of 10 detectives.

Governor in Ironie Situation

It is ironic perhaps that Gov­ 
ernor Shafer in the dying days 
of his four-year tenure should 
wind up as a lame duck gover­ 
nor not only in fact but also in­ 
sofar as being able to voice a 
healthy legislative quack is con­ 
cerned. 
His excellency of course nev­ 
er planned it this way even in 
his remotest dreams (or night­ 
mares). 
However, the fact remains 
that in these few remaining 
months of his sojourn at the 
wheel of his gubernatorial jit­ 
ney he doesn’t have a legisla­ 
tive leg to stand on; in fact, 
insofar as administration legis­ 
lative plans, hopes, programs 
and dictates 
are concerned, 
they can be classified as duck 
soup. 
What has happened, of course, 


is very awkward, to say the 
least. 
Here’s Mr. Shafer, the gover­ 
nor of the great Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, faced with the 
inescapable fact that in the re­ 
maining few months he has to 
serve as curator of the guber­ 
natorial flower beds, he enjoys 
about as much influence over 
the legislative branch as the 
Shah of Iran. 
Reason for this ignominous 
circumstance is that his fellow 
Republicans 
control 
neither 
the House of Representatives 
nor the Senate — and that, no 
matter how you look at it, 
makes Mr. Shafer a limping 
chief executive in any light. 
While 
ant i -administration 
Democrats somewhat handily 
rule the roost in the House by 
a seat count of 107-96 (with 102 
votes needed for passage of 


legislation and the right to dic­ 
tate as to who’s to have what), 
they do not hold the steering 
wheel in the Senate. 
But on the other hand, neith­ 
er do administration Republic­ 
ans. 
In the so-called upper cham­ 
ber the count is 25 Republican 
followers 
to 
24 
Democratic 
henchmen, with 26 votes re­ 
quired to determine who’? to 
hand out the rubber bands and 
paper clips. 
This of course leaves the ad­ 
ministration holding the bag in 
the Senate — which combined 
with the House posture leaves 
his excellency in a most awk­ 
ward position even for a healthy 
gubernatorial sneeze. 
What this means is that anti­ 
administration 
Democrats by 
virtue of their veto power are 
literally calling the shots in the 


dapper upper chamber. 
Administration R e p u blicans 
simply cannot move a bill in 
the Senate without the assist­ 
ance of the opposition—the same 
situation that prevails in the un­ 
dapper House. 
This of course is quite a de­ 
bilitating exercise in futility — 
for when you stop to think 
about the fact that when he was 
handed the keys to the guber­ 
natorial garden shed back in 
1967 by then outgoing Repub­ 
lican Governor William Warren 
Scranton, he had control of the 
House (103 99) and the Senate 
(27-22). 
However, even when he was 
smitten by irony in his first ma­ 
jor legislative venture when, as 
he hammered in behalf of his 
Constitutional Convention plan, 
he had to rely — alas — upon 
Democratic support to get the 


thing through the (Republican- 
controlled) House of Represen­ 
tatives! 
This pretty much has been 
the unfortunate and certainly 
irritating 
pattern 
throughout 
much of his four-year stint at 
the helm of Pennsylvania’s wa­ 
ter-logged ship of state. 
Last year it was 
at the 
height of his seesaw battle over 
the fiscal muddle, when who 
but his own Republican bloc in 
the House came out in some­ 
what vibrant opposition to his 
spending and tax proposals! 
In any event, only a few 
more months remain for the 
lame duck governor who vowed 
he’d never be a lame duck. 
Most certainly though, in one 
sense at least, he’s- shown he 
still has a few quacks left in 
him; he’s fighting just as hard 
as ever for the things he wants!

The sudsy 
product of one of Cambodia’s 
leading breweries no longer gets 
to Phnom Penh. 
But, as one epicure told me 
today, there’s been no shutdown 
on lobsters and fish for the 
g o u r m et restaurants. 
This 
means, he explained, one of 
two things: A road to the sea 
has been reopened by military 
force or, just as well, Cambo­ 
dian truckers and cab drivers 
had come to some monetary 
understanding with the enemy 
in charge of the road. A war 
in Asia wears many masks. 
There are symptoms of war, 
of course. 
A man from our 
consulate says, “ A mortar shell 
dropped on the outskirts of 
town last night, I understand.” 
He wasn’t quite sure. A sign 
at the entrance to the terminal 
reads, “ No Pictures.” 
Cam­ 
bodian troops, not particularly 
renowned among the great mili­ 
tary figures of history, chat and 
laugh in the shade of the ter­ 
minal—where the incinerating 
heat drops well down into the 
low 90's. An F-4 from the U.S. 
Air Force does a showboat bank 
about 5,000 feet over the neat 
airport. 
Whoever that joker was, he 
was the only American military 
man in, or over, Phnom Penh. 
The U.S. ground troops, now 
removed from Cambodia, never 
came within 120 miles of this 
city. 
There are a few diplo­ 
matic people here, representing 
the State Department, a hand­ 
ful of businessmen, and a small 
army of American newsmen. 
The journalists are sometimes 
surprised, 
as 
they sunbathe 
around the pool at the Royal 
Hotel, when they receive queru­ 
lous messages from their offices 


asking, 
“ When 
will 
Phnom 
Penh fall?” 
The only thing that officially 
fell here last night was a cheese 
souffle at the Cafe de la Paris. 
The French-trained maitre d’ 
apologized. 
Americans have died, been 
shot up and captured in t h e 
boondocks of Cambodia. Bur, 
communications being what 
they are, these tragedies are 
as remote from Phnom Penh 
as, 
let’s say, 
the 
Peruvian 
earthquake from New York. 
Pot is still cheaper than ciga- 
rets, and the prostitutes are 
cheaper than pot. 
There is 
fresh barbed w i r e along the 
curbs leading into town from 
the airport, but the lovely Af­ 
rican 
flame 
trees 
diligently 
bloom. 
Chief topic around the water­ 
ing spots is, “ What did the 
American 
invasion 
prove?” 
You can get as many answers 
to that one as there are water­ 
ing-spot customers. 
The con­ 
sensus is that it was the only 
option President Nixon had — 
throw a punch at the privileged 
sanctuaries. 
But f r o m that 
point, there are many questions 
raised about the long-term re­ 
sults. 
Most of these are gloomy, a 
brief and probably presumptu­ 
ous inquiry shows. 
Gloomiest 
was a rundown by the ambas­ 
sador of a neutral Asian coun­ 
try. 
He is equally friendly 
with the Americans and the 
Communists, a neat bit of bal­ 
ancing. 
“ Many Americans died here 
in Cambodia, but the outcome 
will be about the same,” he 
said, measuring and weighing 
each word. 
“ The Cambodian 
poor will be poorer, for one 
thing. From the American mil­ 
itary’s viewpoint, the invasion 
was worthwhile. 
It relieved 
them of their fears about how 
strong and numerous were their 
enemies in Cambodia. 
They 
were neither strong nor numer­ 
ous. 
“ The Viet Cong remain un­ 
touched by the invastion. They 
are stronger than before. They 
have time on their side. They 
are-biaver fighters than thè 
Cambodians 
because 
they’ve 
had intensive ideological train­ 
ing, which t h e Cambodians 
never had. 
They’ll stay here 
because, as they say, they are 
defending Cambodia against the 
Americans, and because they 
are determined to bring down 
the present government and put 
their puppet Sihanouk back on 
his throne. The F’rench would 
also like to see that.”

Production 


Takes Drop 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Indus­ 
trial production, a major indica­ 
tor of the pace of the economy, 
dropped slightly last month to 
its lowest point since November, 
1968, the Federal Reserve Board 
reported Wednesday. 
The index, which measures 
output across the entire indus­ 
trial spectrum, dropped three 
tenths of one per cent from May 
and was 3.4 per cent below its 
high point of last July. 
At 168.6 per cent of the 1957- 
1959 average, the index was the 
lowest since it reached 167.5 
nineteen months before. 
The decline was primarily the 
result of falling output in busi­ 
ness and defense equipment, 
which was 8.5 per cent below its 
peak of last fall. 
Nevertheless, the slight de­ 
crease gave further indications 
that the gross national product 
figures for April, May and June 
may show a tiny increase in 
“ real” terms—with the effect of 
inflation removed. 
A major positive factor in the 
industrial production report was 
a 4.5 increase in auto assem­ 
blies, bringing them to an an­ 
nual rate of 8.4 million units. 
Output of television sets rose 
after reaching a “ very low” lev­ 
el in May, while output of furni­ 
ture and some appliances de­ 
clined.

Du ring the past eight y ears 
Camp Iv y d ale has become a 
respected institu tion for the 
mentally retard ed . 
Not the kind of institu tion 
most 
people 
associate 
with 
these less fortu nate; bu t rather 
the kind that giv es them fu n, 
games and swimming twice a 
week. 
For Camp Iv y d ale is the 
su mmer 
recreation 
program 
offered 
at 
Pottstown 
High 
School for eight weeks each 
y ear. 
This y ear’s camp will reach 
its half way mark this weekend . 
“We 
hav e 
receiv ed 
many 
f a v or a b l e comments from 
parents 
abou t 
the 
camp,” 
Lawrence Harv ey said , who has 
been its d irector since it began 
in 1963. 
A ty pical d ay begins with the 
entire grou p of 35 arranged in 
a large circle in the Pottstown 
High School cafeteria. 
Harv ey and his six cou n­ 
selors, lead the grou p in camp 
songs 
and 
fingersongs, 
also 
grou p games. Often they also 
take the y ou ng people for walks. 
After the opening ex ercises, 
the grou p breaks u p into three 
sections, arranged accord ing to 
the age and size of the y ou ng 
people. 
Two cou nselors are in charge 
of each grou p for the rest of 
the d ay . Each Mond ay and 
Thu rsd ay , between 11 a,m. and 
12.45 p.m. the entire grou p goes 
swimming 
at 
the 
Gru ber 
Commu nity Pool, u tilizing the 
intermed iate and the wad ing 
pools. 
On 
other 
d ay s 
the 
staff 
cond u cts activ ities, both ind oors 


and ou td oors, inclu d ing arts and 
crafts, a play period , a lu nch 
period and a rest period . 
The staff also arranges for 
transportation

to 
Dou glassv ille,

The entire cost for a cam- 
pership is $72, some families 
re c e i v i n g assistance from 
United Fu nd . Also, the Potts­ 
town Jay cees d onated fu nd s to 
the program from their apple 
bu tter sale held sev eral months 
ago. 
“The camp receiv ed the name 
Iv y d ale becau se of the creeping 
iv y 
that 
was 
growing 
in 
profu sion arou nd the patio at 
the high school in 196 3,” Harv ey 
said . In the interim the iv y has 
been remov ed . 
"The ‘d ale’ part of the name 
came from the setting of the 
school, 
which seems to be 
located at the foot of a hill, 
looking ou t from the patio,” he 
ad d ed . 
The y ou ng people cu rrently 
enrolled in the camp range in 
age from fiv e to 29. There is 
no restriction placed on age or 
d egree of retard ation, Harv ey 
said . 
In ad d ition to su perv ising the 
camp for eight y ears, Harv ey 
is d epartment chairman for 
special ed u cation at Owen J. 
Roberts High School, He is also 
d epartment coord inator for the 
work-stu d y 
program, 
which 
places slow learners at the 
school into jobs for sev eral 
hou rs each d ay . 
“We try to giv e the stu d ent 
a skill that he can u se in a

problems are two-fold . As owner

himself fighting the su n’s glare 
as well as heat since he spend s 
a good d eal of his time atop 
roofs of hou ses. 
“I’v e nev er measu red the 
temperatu re u p there, bu t it 
gets mu ch hotter than on the 
grou nd , certainly more than 100 
d egrees d u ring the su mmer,” 
said Daniels. 
He said many of the roofing 
materials 
ad d 
to the 
heat. 
Alu minu m sid ing relfects the 
su n and if asphalt is u sed , it 
absorbs a great d eal of heat, 
making work near it ex tremely 
u ncomfortable, 
accord ing 
to 
Daniels. 
“The only thing y ou can d o 
is to start early in the morning 
when the su n isn’t too high and 
try to work where the su n won’t 
hit y ou d irectly .” he said . 
He also wears a 
cap to 
protect against the glare and 
a white t-shirt which reflects 
the heat. Bu t there is no su re­ 
fire way to av oid the su n. “You 
ju st try to get ev ery thing d one 
as fast as y ou can, there’s not 
mu ch else y ou can d o,” he said . 
Daniel Showers has been road 
su perv isor 
for 
the 
borou gh 
water d epartment, 19 y ears and 
he spend s mu ch of his time 
ou td oors serv icing meters and 
water mains bu t frequ ently he 
is below grou nd lev el. 
“It gets pretty hot, ov er 100 
sometimes especially if we’re 
working in a d itch where y ou 
can’t feel mu ch of a breeze. 
Bu t y ou get u sed to it and we 
take along salt tablets and some 
of the men wear sweatband s. 
There’s not mu ch else y ou can 
d o,” he said . 
Fou nd ries are great heat- 


prod u cers and Ed ward Yu sko 
has worked in a fou nd ry 15 
y ears at Stanley G. Flagg & 
Co., Stowe, where liqu id “red - 
hot” (2,100 d egrees) brass is 
pou red into mold s for copper 
tu bing and fittings. 
“You ’re arou nd that hot metal 
a lot and it gets pretty hot. 
If it’s 90 ou tsid e, it has to be 
110 in there at least. After the 
mold s cool off, it’s not so bad , 
and I’v e been there so many 
y ears I got u sed to it as d id 
most of the men,” said Yu sko. 
The intense heat prod u ced by 
melted metal accou nts for a 
similar situ ation ait one of the 
open hearths at Phoenix Steel 
Corp., Phoenix v ille. 
There, scrap iron is melted 
at temperatu res ranging from 
2,890 to 2,910 d egrees to prod u ce 
liqu id steel which is pou red 
from a large lad le, accord ing 
to Fred Shoemaker, assistant 
su perintend ent. 
“The area arou nd the liqu id 
steel often is between 110 and 
125 d egrees, bu t it’s only for 
a few minu tes while the steel 
is ru nning and the men stay 
25 or 30 feet away Jthen,” he 
said . 
He said the men wear fire­ 
proof jackets, glov es, helmets 
and face-shield s to shield them 
from the intense heat and many 
wear long u nd erwear to absorb 
sweat. 
“There’s a say ing abou t the 
employ es in this d epartment of 
a steel mill: ‘it takes men to 
work in open hearth’ ” he said . 
Bu t the man with the hottest 
job may be one who has his 
own hearth — John Hoffman, 
a blacksmith at 146 Chestnu t 
St. 
Hoffman, who is the only 
blacksmith in Pottstown, u ses 
his forge to make tools and 
bolts, 
sharpen 
and 
repair 
gard en tools and kniv es, and 
fix springs. 
“It u su ally gets 35 to 40 
d egrees hotter than it is ou tsid e 
when I’m working the forge, 
and it’s terrible on hot su mmer 
d ay s bu t I’v e gotten u sed to 
it,” he ex plained . 
He ad d ed that the hearth 
temperatu re goes abov e 600 
d egrees and he has to remov e 
his hand s from the fire area 
ev ery 10 to 15 minu tes becau se 
of the intense heat.

d ilemma, 
Hoffman said one of the shops’ 
wind ows is abov e the forge 
work area, allowing su n to beat 
d own on him while he works 
d u ring certain times of the d ay . 
“I operate the forge three or

Barbers Union Expels

A federal grand jury in Chica­ 
go is expected to complete soon 
its investigation of delinquent 
loans totaling $7 million from 
the union’s $21-million pension 
fund. 
An Associated Press story re­ 
leased for Thursday detailed op­ 
eratio n s o f the fund.

was 
not 
present 
Wednesday for the executive 
board meeting, held here in con­ 
junction with a hair-styling con­ 
vention, but was represented by 
an attorney. 


Reached in the union’s head­ 
quarters city of Indianapolis, he 
said he had expected the expul­ 
sion. 
“ They've been raising hell be­ 
cause I’ve been telling them 
how bad the pension fund was 
and been going to meetings to 
tell the members, while he (un­ 
ion president Joseph DePaola) 
has been trying to tell them it’s 
all sound.

Ottinger Plans to Push 


Use of Pollution Law 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Rep. 
Richard 
Ottinger, 
with 
the 
blessing of conservation groups, 
said Wednesday he plans to sue 
the U.S. government to enforce 
a 71-year-old law that might 
send water polluters to jail. 
The 1899 law prohibits dis­ 
charge of “ any refuse matter of 
any kind or description whatev­ 
er,” except sewage, into virtual­ 
ly any American waters. 
Violators are subject to a 
$2,500 fine and one year in jail 
for each offense. 
“ It hasn’t been much enforced 
In the past at all,” Ottinger said 
at a news conference. In fact, 
he said the Justice Department 
had refused to enforce the law 
except in certain limited cases. 
The New York Democrat, who 
is his party’s candidate for the 
U.S. Senate, said lawyers are 
drawing up court papers that

Bass Angler’s Sportsmen Socie­ 
ty (BASS), who said his group 
plans to join Ottinger’s suit. 
Last Friday BASS asked U.S. 
attorneys in Alabama to prose­ 
cute 214 manufacturers, munici­ 
palities and businesses in the 
state under the 1899 act. Scott 
said that within six hours of fil­ 
ing the requests officials told 
him nothing would be done. 
BASS acted after 51,000 acres 
of fishing waters in Alabama 
were closed to fishing because 
of mercury pollution. 
Last Friday Shiro Kashiwa, 
assistant attorney general for 
lands and national resources, 
told a Senate subcommittee that 
the Justice Department would 
prosecute industrial polluters 
under the act only if they had 
violated Interior Department or­ 
ders to begin limiting their pol­ 
lution.

HARRISBURG (AP) - The 
House passed, 169-12, Wednes­ 
day a bill designed to prevent 
unfair competition or deceptive 
practices by automobile deal­ 
ers.

Nuernb erg Trial Concep t 
Mod ification Is Urg ed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A ma­ 
jor modification to the Nuern­ 
berg Trial concept that every 
soldier is responsible for his 
own war crimes has been rec­ 
ommended by the special house 
My Lai subcommitte: the de­ 
fense of temporary insanity. 
Chairman F. Edward Hebert, 
D-La., said Wednesday his staff 
is studying the possibility of 
writing the modification into 
military law. 
“ This would give them (GIs) 
an out.” Hebert said in an inter­ 
view. “ They’ve got no out under 
Nuernberg, Under Nuernberg, 
everybody’s guilty.” 
He said the soldier accused of 
crimes under the mental stress 
of battle should be entitled to 
the same defense of legal insan­ 
ity that civilians have. 
This modification in the Uni­ 
form Code of Military Justice 
was recommended in the sub­ 
committee’s report to its parent 
House Armed Services Commit­ 
tee released Tuesday: 
“ That no charge involving an 
alleged capital offense, commit­ 
ted during a military action 
against an enemy, shall be re­ 
ferred to trial by court martial 
until a duly appointed compe­ 
tent authority has determined 
the mental responsibility of the 
prospective accused at the time 
of the alleged crime.” 
The 
subcommittee 
recom­ 
mended also consideration of ci­ 
vilian trials for crimes allegedly 
committed while in the service 


by a veteran who can no longer 
be reached by military justice. 
Hebert said his staf is study­ 
ing the complications of writing 
the two revisions into legislation 
to put before Congress. 
Asked how the legal insantiy 
defense could be kept from be­ 
coming sq broad as to prevent 
prosecution for any crime a sol­ 
dier commits against civilians! 
in combat, Hebert said it would 
be no broader than the civilian’s 
present right to plead legal in­ 
sanity. 
“ These things are not that 
widespread,” he said of war 
crimes. 
“ This man’s in combat and 
who knows what he is thinking,” 
Hebert said. “ The man who led 
the bombing raid that killed 
thousands of people in Dresden 
told us ‘If they’re going to get 
these boys, you might'as well 
let them come and get me.’ 
What’s the difference—it’s twee- 
dle dum or tweedle dee.” 
He said in the case of the My 
Lai incident—which has led to 
charges against 12 soldiers in­ 
cluding murder, maining and 
rape—the U.S. 
troops 
were 
fighting in a known Viet Cong 
stronghold after weeks of seeing 
their

The subcommittee’s second

WASHINGTON (AP) - Max 
Wilber quit his job of 18 years 
to go to another company. He 
was sure he’d keep his pension 
rights because he’d completed 
J5 years with the company and 
was older than 45, just like 
article 7.1 of the pension plan 
provided. 


But after Wilber (that’s not 
his 
real 
name) 
left, 
the 
management of his industrial 
employer in a big eastern state 
pointed out article 4.10 of thei 
pension plan and canceled his 
pension, 
rights 
because he'd 
gone to work for a company 
his old employer considered a 
competitor. 
Wilber, like millions of other 
workers, didn’t know the fine 
print in his pension plan — and 
he had been his company’s 
personnel manager. 
His case as he outlined it to 
a 
congressman 
shows 
how 
pervasive the lack of pension 
knowledge can be. 
Workers lose pension rights 


every 
day 
by 
leaving 
one 
longtime employer for another 
job before they’ve acquired a 
vested interest in the. retirement 
plan. Often they don’t even 
know 
what 
vesting 
means, 
much 
less 
whether 
they’ve 
accomplished it. 
But congressional advocates 
of pension reform contend the 
issue 
of 
vesting 
is 
more 
significant than scattered cases 
of 
pension fund 
mismanagement. 


VESTED INTEREST 
Acquiring a vested interest 
means 
that the employe 
is 
entitled to a pension even if 
he quits the firm granting the 
pension. Normally the vested 


pension is payable at age 65 
even if the employe has left; 
some 
years 
earlier. 
But 
if 
v e s t i n g 
requirements 
arej 
stringent, a man may havej 
participated in a pension plani 
for years and get nothing for' 
his efforts. 
Take the case of a man we’ll; 
call Herman Thomas. As he: 
wrote the New York State In­ 
surance Department: 
“ I am a former member of; 
Local — of the Bakers and| 
confectioners Union and prior! 
to my resignation I had been; 
a member for some 24 or 25; 
years. We had a pension in thisi 
union to which I had contributed! 
every month in my payments; 


of dues. 
“ About two years ago I quit 
the job to seek a new endeavor* 
and subsequent to the leaving! 
of this job I applied to the union 
for the retirement money which 
I had paid into it. I received 
a letter from them informing 
me that since I was not yet 
55 years old and since I had 
voluntarily left the job, I was 
not entitled 
to 
the pension 
money. This is a contradiction 
of something that we had been 
told at a meeting that was held 
some six months prior to my 
leaving . . . 
“ I am now 50 years old and 
prior to my leaving I had paid 
several hundreds of dollars into 


this fund and I cannot afford 


to lose it 
” 
DIDN'T MEET 
But Thomas lost any benefits 
because, despite his more than 
two decades of service, he did 
not meet the fund criteria of 
being at least age 55 with 15 
years of service when he left. 
And his is not an isolated 
case. 
Rep, John Dent, D-Pa., whose 
House 
general 
labor 
sub­ 
committee has been conducting 
pension 
hearings 
this 
year, 
declared: 
“ Several 
witnesses 
have testified to the shocking 
fact that only one out of nine 
employees who think they will 
be entitled to a pension will 


ever receive any benefits. 
“ Pension 
plans 
have 
ac­ 
cumulated approximately $123 
billions, most of it in the last 
30 years, with the bulk of the 
money 
being 
paid 
in 
for 
workers who have no chance 
whatever of collecting from this 
gigantic pool of money. 
“ It’s about time the American 
worker awoke from his dream 
world,’' Dent said. 
All 39 pensioners in one small 
plan got a rude awakening last 
July when they opened their, 
mail and read this letter:

The New

surance Department found the 
fund in such bad shape it ob­ 
tained a court order for its 
liquidation. 
That finished off th e fu n d ’s 
promise to pay — the promise 
which Thomas R. Donahue, an 
assistan t secretary of lab or In 
the 
Johnson 
administration, 
says is at the heart of the 
private pension system. 
Donahue told a Senate labor 
subcommittee: 
“ Employes 
participate in private pension 


plans with the expection that 
this participation will result in 
g r e a t e r economic security 
during their retirement years, 
and with the belief — un­ 
fortunately not true in many 
cases — that this promise is 
backed 
by 
adequate 
and 
prudently managed funds to 
g u a r a n t e e its fulfillment. 
Because of its very nature, the 
private pension promise has 
become a mere illusion. 
“ Participants 
lose 
pension 
benefits if they leave the scope 
of the plan before they are 
vested 
in 
their 
retirement 
benefits. In fact, if 100 typical 
workers join private pension 
plans at age 25 and remain in 
continuous service, only 24 of 
them will be vested at the end 


of ten years. 
“ Pension funds do not always 
provide sufficient accumulation 
of funds to meet adequately 
their growing liabilities. 
Then terminations as a result 
of 
financial 
difficulties 
or 
“ bankruptcy 
leave 
pension 
participants without the benefits 
which they have been led to 
expect.” 
The incidence of vesting in 
pension plans is on the increase, 
however, 
according 
to 
the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. 
A PLS 9fcudy of plans wi t h 
25 or more participants found 
that those covering 76 per cent 
of participating workers have 
some vesting provisions com­ 
pared with 63 per cent two 
years earlier. 
* 


More than 40 per cent of 
participants could receive a 
nonforfeitable pension right at 
age 40 with 10 years of service. 
Only about half the workers 
c o v e r e d by multiemployer 
plans, however, had some form 
of vesting. Multiemployer plans 
predominate in unionized in* 
d u s t r i e s characterized by 
numerous small employers and 
often by low pay. 
Such plans are administered 
jointly by labor union and 
employer representatives. They 
make 
pensions 
possible 
for 
persons whose employer is too 
small to operate a viable plan 
of his own, and for workers wtio 
routinely work for a succession 
of employers, as in the con 
struction industry. 


Some multiemployer plans,' 
however, have reciprocity with! 
other plans in their industry.! 
For example, an iron worker 
who moves from one state to 
another, 
and 
thus 
switches 
pension plans, can aggregate 
his pension credit since the Iron 
Workers Union provides 
for 
reciprocity among funds. 
But a man we’ll call Watler 
Dorman, a sheet metal worker 
from the northwest, didn’t fare 
so well. He calculated he had 
10,500 hours of contributions 
made by his employers since 
his — 
Union Locals 
began 
pension plans in 1961. 
“ Due to work availability in 
my. trade,” he wrote, “ I had 
to work under jurisdiction of 
two local unions of the same 


international during this period. 
Each has a separate pension 
plan 
with 
no 
reciprocity 
agreement. 
“ I am now 70 years of age 
and am retiring, but find that 
I will not get a pension under 
either plan.”' 
Funding, the setting aside of 
sufficient funds to pay benefits 
provided in the plan, can be 
a major problem with industries 
or 
firms 
that 
are 
going 
downhill. That was the problem 
with the little Hatters fund that 
told retirees to forget about 
checks for a year. 
In 1968 it paid out $9,945 to 
retirees but had income of only 
$5,943. At the time the fund 
wrote its 39 retired members, 
it had only 26 active workers 


on 
whose 
behalf 
employer 
contributions were being made. 
Business was also slipping for 
the hatmakers, indicating future 
contributions would fall further. 
It is the problem of actuaries 
to examine things like the age 
spread of the workforce, tur­ 
nover rates, life expectancies 
and benefit levels to calculate 
how much must be contributed 


to a pension fund to meet 
liabilities as they accrue. 
For a fund to be rated tax- 
exempt by the Internal Revenue 
Service, it must receive enough 
current contributions to meet 
current liabilities as they build. 
Changes in actuarial assump­ 
tions, however, can drastically 
affect the amount calculated to 
be required.

NEW YORK (AP) - Some 
marriages may be made in 
heav en, bu t at.least 15,000 of 
them hav e been made in the 
Bond Street Marriage Bu reau of 
London. 
That’s the nu mber of men 
Heather Jenner, who has ru n 
the agency du ring its 30 y ears of 
ex istence, has introdu ced to the 
women they ev entu ally m ar­ 
ried. 
“The pressu re is off now for a 
girl to get married, and for the 
first time it’s the man more 
than the woman who is anx iou s 
to m arry ,” said the tall, willowy 
Miss Jenner, who was in New 
York in connection with the pu b­ 
lication of her new book, “Men 
and Marriage.” 
I 
ATTITUDE CHANGE 
When she began the bu siness 
the proportion of women to men 
seeking mates was abou t 3-to-l, 
bu t now she has more men than 
women u nder 35 apply ing. Look­ 
ing back ov er three decades of 
helping Cu pid, she talked abou t 
some of the other changes that 
hav e taken place. 
“Men are more able to accept 
a working wife than they u sed 
to be,” she said. “Where once 
they insisted on being the sole 
su pport, now they want a wom­ 
an who is capable of holding a 
job.” 


One rather startling dev elop­ 
ment, she reported, is that a 
large percentage of y ou nger 
men hav e no objection to mar­ 
ry ing an u nwed mother. In gen­ 
eral men are more tolerant, less 
class consciou s today , while 30 
y ears ago they might be more 
concerned with a girl’s social 
standing than with her edu ca­ 
tion. 
“On the whole girls like men 
to hav e the same standard of 
edu cation as they do, if not bet­ 
ter, bu t men who hav e gone to 
u niv ersity don’t insist that their 
wiv es hav e also,” the marriage 
broker said. 
“Men u sed to want a classical 
beau ty and one who was fash­ 
ionable,” she continu ed. “Now 
the woman doesn’t hav e to be a 
beau ty , bu t mu st hav e v itality , 
be intelligent and practical and 
hav e sex 'appeal.” 
Men u su ally demand that the 
girl be shorter and y ou nger, 
thou gh. As for the girls, they 
want someone with stability , a 
man who is kind, taller than 
themselv es and not bald. 
Citing another change throu gh 
the y ears, she noted that men 
are not as dictatorial as they 
once were. “They hav en’t got 
the power to be—women wou ld 
shriek with lau ghter if a man 
tried to dictate. The strong si­ 
lent Englishman who dominates 
the hou sehold is ou t of fashion.”

By PETER BENCHLEY 
Newsweek Fea tu re S ervice 
When tiie o rganizatio n was 
fo unded 60 y ears ago , the Bo y 
Sco uts o f America set o ut to 
fo llo w Lo rd Baden-Po welFs go al

and 
sco uting 
became

white, middle-class pursuit. 
No w, at last, the bo y sco uts

“ What we are try ing to do 
no w,” say s Alden G. Barber, 
chief ex ecutiv e o f the U. S. 
sco uting mo v ement, 4<is stay 
abreast o f the times.

And if 
that means less emphasis o n 
so me o f the traditio nal Sco uting 
themes, such as hiking and 
camping, and mo re emphasis o n

DEFINITE NOVELTY 
That

The traditio nal 
picture o f the go o d sco ut is o f

decked o ut in unifo rm and gear 
(co sting an av erage aggregate 
o f abo ut $45 ), v ersed in slo gans 
abo ut 
abstract 
v irtues 
like 
trustwo rthiness, 
lo y alty 
and 
rev erence, and speckled with 
badges wo n fo r ty ing kno ts, 
reco gnizing birds and pitching 
tents. 
Defensiv e sco ut o fficials were 
quick 
to 
po int 
to 
figures 
demo nstrating 
that 
the 
per­ 
centage o f no n-whites amo ng 
the 
mo v ement’s 
4.5

members was ro ughly the same 
as in America as a who le. But 
mo re realistic men admitted 
t h a t

no n-whites came fro m subur­ 
ban, middle-class families. 
As recently as 1965 , o nly 3 
per cent o f slum children were 
inv o lv ed in sco uting, as o ppo sed 
to a natio nwide figure o f 25 per 
cent.

MANNED BY BLACKS 
S c o u t m o b i l e s no w are

To further lo wer the co m­ 
municatio ns barrier, the Sco ut 
Handbo o k — prissy , turgid and 
written 
with the 
assumptio n 
that its readers all hav e been 
raised 
in 
educated, 
English- 
speaking families — has been 
rewritten in co mic-bo o k fo rm in 
bo th Spanish and English. It 
tries to relate sco uting’s ideals 
to life in the ghetto . 
Its illustratio ns depict black 
and bro wn bo y s leading white 
kids in races and ho lding their 
o wn in o ther athletic co ntests. 
Ev ery stage o f sco uting, fro m 
cub to sco utmaster, is sho wn 
as co mpletely integrated. 
The sco ut o utdo o r co de is 
illustrated with a picture o f 
bo y s cleaning up city trash- 
cans. Nex t to instructio ns fo r 
ty ing a sheet-bend kno t is a 
drawing o f a bo y escaping fro m 
a burning building o n a ro pe 
made o f tied sheets. 
Ev en the abstracts are city - 
o r i e n t e d . “ Helpfulness” is 
demo nstrated by a picture o f 
a Puerto Rican sco ut gently 
nav igating 
a 
baby 
carriage 
do wn tenement steps. 
And tho ugh the bo o klet may be 
o v erreaching a bit, it tries to 
interest kids in city wildlife. 
In answer to a y o ungster who 
co mplains that city kids are 
“ o ut o f luck” when it co mes 
to animals, a sco ut say s, “ No 
we’re no t. We hav e pigeo ns, 
sparro ws, starlings and in the 
park ro bins, ducks, bluejay s. . 
. Yo u can find squirrels, rats, 
mice, and so me o f o ur city cats 
sure are wild.

tree, but to a slum child it’s 
a marv ello us adv enture. 
“ Kno t-ty ing, co o king and the 
wo o ds — they ’re the icing that 
attract the kids,” say s Ralph 
Darian, chief sco ut ex ecutiv e 
fo r the Bo sto n co uncil. “ Lead- 
and-be-led,

ting-alo ng-with-peers, these are 
the great v alues o f sco uting.” 
MEMBERS INCREASE 
Darian has been o ne o f the 
mo st enthusaistic adv o cates o f 
sco uting’s new tack. By co n­ 
centrating three-quarters o f his 
staff o n the slums o f Ro x bury 
and Do rchester fo r a y ear, he 
raised his tro o p membership by 
20 per cent. 
To enco urage new members, 


D a r i a n 
pro v ides

unifo rms — “ seco nds” supplied 
by the natio nal o ffice and so ld 
to the kids fo r $2. He ho pes 
to establish a central supply 
depo t fo r camping equipment 
which can be lo aned o ut. And 
he has established ingenio us 
criteria

badges. 
Co nserv atio n b a d g e s are 
earned by planting trees 
in 
Ro x bury and by study ing the 
city ’s 
effluent 
plants. 
The 
tro o ps’ “ go o d turn” fo r 1968 was 
cleaning up after spring rio ting. 
On the who le, natio nal leader 
Barber is o ptimistic abo ut “ Bo y 
Po wer 
7 6 .” 
The 
o v erall 
enro llment o f ghetto sco uts, he 


say s, 
has 
already 
increased 
fo urfo ld. He is the first to ad­ 
mit, ho wev er, that sco uting has 
a way to go befo re it beco mes 
a po tent co nstructiv e fo rce in 
the slums. 
The v ery nature o f the ghetto 
resists o rganizatio n — o f any 
kind. In Detro it, so me tro o ps 
hav e had to be reo rganized 
sev eral times because leaders 
and sco uts either mo v e away 
to ano ther neighbo rho o d o r just 
dro p o ut. A Harlem o rganizer 
estimates that 40 per cent o f 
his sco uts defect within a few 
mo nths. 
SOME RESISTANCE 
There also is resistance fro m 
bands o f mindless 
militants, 
who

jo ining sco uting by telling them 
th2 mo v ement is fascist o r so me 
u n d e f i n e d 
establishment 
trickery . 
But in sco uting’s new mo o d 


o f flex ibility , ev en militancy can 
be 
acco mmo dated 
to 
so me 
degree. So me tro o ps no w call 
themselv es “ Black Panthers’* 
o r “ So ul Bro thers,” and black 
sco uts are 
allo wed to wear 
martial-lo o king berets instead o f 
the o ld-fashio ned caps. 
The 
future 
pro mise 
o f 
sco uting wo uld seem to lie in 
ho w far it is prepared to bend 
to suit the co mmunities it wants 
to serv e. And there is ample 
ev idence that the mo v ement is 
willing to go mo re than half­ 
way . 
“ Sco uting in the co re city is 
damned relev ant,” say s Walter 
Go rham, a black sco ut leader 
in Bo sto n. “ The bo y s want to 
belo ng. They want to identify . 
All they want is o ppo rtunity . 
Baden-Po well s t a r t e d with 
street kids in England. Six ty

U.S. Men's 
Track Team 
Builds Lead 


STUTTGART, Germany (AP) 
— T^ie United States men’s 
track and field team built a slim 
58-48 lead over West Germany 
Wednesday at the finish of the 
first night of a two-night meet. 
Over-all however, the Ger­ 
mans led 85-83 on the strength 
of a 37-25 lead built up by the 
West German women over the 
American girls. 
Some 20,000 s p e c t a t o r s 
watched the meet in Neckar 
Stadium in cool, clear weather. 
Competitors ran on a Tartan 
track slowed by rainstorms ear­ 
lier in the «lay. 
Best performance of the open­ 
ing night was turned in by West 
Germany’s Josef Schwar, who 
leaped 27 feet, 4.74 inches in the 
long jump to tie the European 
record set in 1957 by Igor Ter-O- 
vanessian of the Soviet Union. 
The jump brought a highly 
partisan crowd roaring to its 
feet. It was the longest jump re­ 
corded in world competition this 
year. 
Bob Beamon of the United 
States holds the world record in 
the event—29 2.4. 
Best American performance 
was sprinter Ben Vaughan of 
the army, whose 10-second flat 
in the 100-meter dash was only 
one tenth of a second off the 
world standard shared by Jim 
Hines, Ronny Ray Smith and 
Charles Green, all of the United 
States.
